To the inhabitants of the Town of Goshen, in the County 
of Sullivan in said State, qualified to vote in town 
affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Goshen, on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March next 
at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects: 


Art. 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


Art. 2. To hear the reports of the Selectmen and 
other town officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Art. 3. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and make appropriation for the same. 


Art. 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the repair of highways 
and bridges. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to apply for State 
Aid for permanent improvement of highways, and raise 
and appropriate the necessary money therefor. 


Art. 6. To raise and appropriate the money neces- 
sary for State Aid Maintenance. 


Art. 7. To raise and appropriate the money neces- 
sary for Trunk Line Maintenance. 


Art. 8. To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise for the Library. 


Art. 9. To-see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow money in antici- 
pation of taxes. 


‘Art. 10 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the money necessary to co-operate with the 
State in the control of the White Pine Blister Rust, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 
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Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to close the fol- 
lowing roads subject to the Gates and Bars Act. 
The Ayotte road from Mrs. Childs to the Lempster 
Town Line. 
And the Gregg road from Mr. Yetman’s to the Goshen 
Corner cemetery. 


Art. 12. To see what action the town will take con- 
cerning the salary of the town clerk, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Art. 18. To see what action the town will take con- 
cerning the letting of the Town Hall, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to apply for 
electricity for street lights and public buildings, and raise 
and appropriate the money therefor. 


Art. 15. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before this meeting.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Goshen: 

In submitting my report this year, permit me to begin 
at the top of the school system and mention something in 
which we lead the State. I refer to the number of sec- 
ondary school pupils we are sending to high school. I 
am informed by the State Board of Education, that no 
town in the state, in comparison with its population, is 
sending so many of its young people to high school as 
Goshen. No index of a town’s activities so nearly meas- 
ures its ideals as does this one factor—namely—what 
aspirations has a people for the future well-being of its 
young citizens? Following is a list of Goshen pupils now 
in high school:

This i 1S a very sppretiable financial load for the town to 
carry, but the returns are not measured in dollars and 
cents, but in well trained citizens. If all of the United 
States will do as we, we shall not have so many vexatious 
problems as a nation. 


OUR ELEMENTARY SCHOOL PROBLEM 


Sooner or later, we are going to do something definite 
to regulate an inequality of opportunity in Education 
which exists in our schools. I refer to an over crowded 
school for one teacher, with scarcely enough pupils to run 
a school at the other place. These two schools within 
themselves, contain enough pupils to make two superior 
schools under two teachers, if properly assembled by 
grades and located on the same lot at Mill Village. 

I do not wish to unduly attempt to urge upon the 
people of Goshen a plan they are not ready to accept. I 
realize we are all conservative by nature—myself included. 
Most of us dislike changes. New things go against the 
grain especially when it is easier to do as we have always 
done. The time may not be right for moving a school 
house to Mill Village lot and opening a Primary and 
Grammar School. Such a plan, however, would make it 
necessary to hire no more teachers than under the present 
arrangement. In fact the new scheme will cost little, if 
any more, than the present one, whereas the results will 
be far superior to what we are getting under pa Pons 
arrangement. 5 

Cyrus McCormick’s reaper was delayed for nine years 
because of reluctance in accepting something new.. . Con- 
servatism had delayed its acceptance but it: could not 
eventually defeat it as is now well known. Jethro Wood 
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invented the iron plow. In this case prejudice delayed 
it’s use and Mr. Wood died in poverty and of a broken 
heart. It was argued that the iron would poison the soil, 
so the wooden plow was still used for many years. Jeffer- 
son was not liked for maintaining that something could 
be made of the country West of the Mississippi River. 
Parmentier was ridiculed because he asserted that toma- 
toes were good to eat. The bath tub was condemned as a 
corrupting luxury to as late a date as 1842 and was even 
denounced by the medical profession. Yet all these things 
are accepted today as some of the necessities of life. 

If you will permit me to make a prediction, it will be 
that if you will make provision for this new plan, in which 
the School Board and I are interested, it will increase the 
efficiency of your Schools at least fifty per cent and you 
will congratulate yourselves on your good sense in helping 
to perfect the arrangement. I have always found the 
citizens of Goshen very sensible and open minded, and 
shall expect to find them so in this matter, when they 
find it possible to do it. 

I know of no better way for a town to attract new 
residents than by making its schools just as good as it is 
possible to make them. The above plan can improve 
them immeasurably at little or no expense aside from re- 
locating one of your school houses. The rest of the ex- 
pense is already being provided. If a family with chil- 
dren of school age is thinking of locating in your town, 
about the first question they will ask is about the quality 
of your schools. If you can say that the arrangement 
is just as good as in the larger town (a primary and 
grammar school) they will probably locate in your town. 
If you are compelled to say you have mixed rural schools 
of eight grades they will probably go elsewhere. And 
this may be in spite of all you can do in an eight-grade 
one-rooom rural school. I think our teachers are doing 
all it is possible for any teacher to do under like condi- 
tions. But I believe they could accomplish a great dea! 
more if they could have a proper grouping of pupils into 
lower and upper grades in two separate buildings. 

Let me urge upon you to make provisions in your 
school warrant this year to discuss the matter and take 
any action that may seem wise in your judgment. 
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In our two schools we have the following enrollment 
this year.

29 pupils in all. Divide this school into two parts or into 
a Primary School and a Grammar School and you would 
have two schools of convenient size and a reasonable 
number of grades, to be handled by the two teachers as 
follows:

Miss York 4 2 2 12 or 20 pupils in the first four 
grades. This arrangement gives the teachers and 


pupils twice as much time for recitation work during the 
school day of six hours as Miss Burgess gets now. The 
progress made by a pupil in a year is determined largely 
on how much time the teacher can give him and his class 
each day. So it naturally follows if you can give him and 
his class twice as much time he will make nearly twice as 
much progress, and that is the real object for which we 
are running our schools.

In a year when the enrollment comes in this way it 
would be advisable to give the Grammar room the fourth 
grade and the Primary room the fifth grade which would 
more nearly equalize the number of pupils in each room.

I think it will plainly be seen that the above arrange- 
ment is a more equitable arrangement and apportionment 
of the time of the teacher and surely the number of pupils 
assigned to each teacher is more evenly divided. 

In closing permit me to express my appreciation to the 
School Board and Citizens of Goshen for their spirit of 
helpfulness and cooperation at all time.
